DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Examiner acknowledges response by applicant's representative received 
6/22/06. 

Applicant's election of claims 20-23 in the reply filed on 6/22/06 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Claims 1-19 & 24-32 are withdrawn from further consideration. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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1. Claims 20-23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Jackson, Jr. (510). 

Jackson discloses an Exercise Garment that teaches the limitations of these 

claims. 

2. Claims 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Reed (544). 

Reed discloses a Universal Weighted Conditioning Garment And System For 
Resistance Training. Reed clearly teaches the limitations of these claims. 

3. Claims 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Brown et al. (596). 

Brown discloses a Conformable Weighted Conditioning Garment that clearly 
teaches the limitations of these claims. 

Further, the patents to Fairweather (117), Libertini et al. (125), Gaston (964), 
Prince (369) and Louis-Jeune (386) all clearly anticipate the limitations of applicant's 
claims.
